Graduate  Objectives  *  .  . 

The  objectives  of  the  graduate  division  are  to  improve  the 
qualifications  and  capabilities  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools. 
In  order  to  accomplish  these  objectives  a  program  is  offered 
which  provides  opportunity  for  the  student  to  develop  broader 
insights: 

A.  In  the  major  field  or  area  of  specialization  through: 

1.  Study  of  advanced  course  work  which  is  related  to 
the  work  in  the  public  schools. 

2.  Interpretation  and  application  of  findings  of  related 
research  to  specific  school  programs,  as  well  as  the 
pursuit  of  individual  independent  study  and  investi¬ 
gation. 

3.  Participation  in  directed  laboratory  experiences  either 
on  the  campus  or  in  approved  situations  for  those 
students  for  whom  satisfactory  arrangements  con  be 
made. 

B.  In  the  professional  area  through  more  intensive  study  of 
certain  phases  of  professional  education  subject  matter 
and  the  addition  of  other  phases,  depending  upon  the 
area  of  specialization.  For  both  the  graduate  elementary 
and  secondary  teacher,  this  would  include  the  study  of: 

1.  The  contributions  of  philosophy,  history,  sociology, 
and  psychology  to  the  development  of  education. 

2.  The  relationships  and  interpretations  of  the  school  to 
the  community  and  its  institutions, 

3.  The  development  and  learning  experiences  of  chil¬ 
dren  and  youth,  including  diagnostic  remedial  pro¬ 
cedures. 

4.  Basic  statistical  concepts  and  research  techniques 
applied  to  the  interpretation  and  use  of  professional 
educational  literature. 

C.  In  general  education  outside  the  professional  orea  and 
the  major  field.

Graduate  Student 
Observes  Changes 

The  situation  found  In  college 
classes  where  older  students  are 
in  competition  with  younger  stu¬ 
dents;  where  experienced  students 
compete  with  less  experienced  stu¬ 
dents;  where  advanced  students 
are  in  classes  with  students  having 
few  hours  in  the  particular  field  of 
study;  and  where  students  inter¬ 
ested  in  tlie  subject  arc  in  classes 
with  those  merely  seeking  certifi- 
fication  has  been  noted  by  the 
writer  of  this  article. 

In  one  class  the  writer  remem¬ 
bers  that  he  sat  next  to  a  lady  who 
had  been  his  teacher  when  ho  was 
in  the  third  grade.  He  was  a  young¬ 
er  member  in  classes  here  in 
which  older  teachers,  school  prin¬ 
cipals,  and  superintendents  were 
enrolled. 

At  times,  the  writer  remembers 
having  had  a  feeling  that  the  com¬ 
petition  or  race  lor  grades  was 
somewhat  unfair. 

Now  as  a  much  older  student, 
tiie  writer  has  the  feeling  that  per¬ 
haps  the  situation  is  unfair  for  the 
older  student  this  time,  since  he 
realizes  '  that  the  older  student 
may  have  many  problems  on  his 
mind  other  than  the  subject  at 
hand.  The  older  eyes  may  not  be 
as  good  for  the  required  reading 
or  research.  The  subject  may  be 
entirely  new  to  tbe  older  student, 
or  much  foundation  material  or 
prerequisite  work  may  have  been 
forgotten. 

What  should  be  the  attitude  con¬ 
cerning  tills  situation? 

Should  the  instructor  be  blamed 
for  leaching  something  in  his  field 
which  may  be  technical  or  diffi¬ 
cult?  Should  the  administration 
be  blamed  for  allowing  such  a  sit¬ 
uation  to  occur?  Should  there  be 
a  feeling  of  shame  or  timidity  on 
the  part  of  older  persons  when 
they  come  back  to  college  to  take 
more  work  in  their  major  fields  or 
in  new  fields  in  which  they  have 
had  no  opportunity  to  study? 

Tliis  writer  believes  that  we 
should  encourage  each  other,  both 
younger  and  older  students,  in 
seeking  information,  skills,  and 
truth  that  we  may  live  more  abun¬ 
dantly,  teach  more  effectively, 
and,  perchance,  contribute  a  bit  to 
tiie  uplift  of  mankind.

Have  You  Ever  Seen- 


A  Christmas  Egg  Tree? 


Have  you  ever  decorated  a  Christ¬ 
mas  tree  with  egg  shells?  Such  is 
the  intriguing  hobby  of  Miss  Kath¬ 
ryn  McKee,  kindergarten  teacher 
at  Horace  Mann. 

Her  idea  came  from  an  article  in 
a  magazine  which  she  saw  a  number 
of  years  ago.  Since  she  lives  in  an 
apartment,  she  feels  that  a  small 
tree  is  sufficient. 

A  branch  from  a  thorn  tree  makes 
up  tiie  trunk  and  branches  of  this 
/.lceorativc  tree.  The  branch  Ls 
enameled  gold,  and.  the  container 
in  which  it  is  placed  is  covered 
with  gold  foil. 

Symbols  Arc  Used 

Christmas  symbols  such  as  the 
baby  Jesus  and  reindeer  are  put  In¬ 
side  the  eggs.  The  shells  of  the  eggs 
are  decorated  with  pearls,  sequins, 
and  bends.  Each  egg  requires  30  to 
45  minutes'  work.  The  only  other 
decorations  on  the  tree  are  some 
large  gold  beads. 

Predominating  colors  are  gold  and 
the  Christmas  colors,  red  and 
green.  One  of  Miss  McKee’s  favor¬ 


ite  eggs  is  one  with  aqua  Mqn.ns 
and  pearls  and  little  while  deer  ;M. 
side. 

Material  that  she  uses  inside  the 
egg  has  been  obtained  from  Christ¬ 
mas  corsages  and  dime  stores.  Many 
people  who  have  heard  about  her 
tree  have  given  her  items  to  use. 

Students  Make  Easier  Tree 

Her  first  intentions  were  to  share 
the  tree  with  her  students,  but 
friends  thought  it  was  too  pntty 
and  elaborate.  However,  she  did 
help  the  students  make  their  own 
egg  t-rec  at  Easter.  She  has  a.r-o 
made  a  tree  with  twelve  eggs  lor 
her  sister. 

She  says  that  eggs  with  very  white 
shells  arc  prettier  than  those  with 
brown  shells.  Glue  used  to  make  i  lie 
decorations  stick  makes  the 
more  durable.  No  two  of  her  eggs 
arc  alike. 

Miss  McKee  enjoys  doing  this 
work.  She  says  her  hobby  "lias  cre¬ 
ated  pleasure  in  trying  to  find  dif¬ 
ferent  things  that  will  go  into  the 
little  tree.”
